THE DANCE OF DEATH. 


Hanging of Troy Dye and Edward An- 
derson for the Murder of A. M. 
Tullis. 


The following brief account is 
clipped from the special dispatches to 
the Virginia Chronicle: 


At 11 :50 the condemned were noti- 
fied te prepare to leave their cells. 
The white robes and black caps and 
the straps were placed on the scaffold. 
At 1145 the prisoners were notified 
to prepare for the scaffold. The wit- 
nesses and imvited sheriffs and officess 
were admitted to the jail yard to the 
number of about 75. Anderson came 
out of his cell smiling and self-posessedi. 
Dye kad to be supported on eithes 
side. At three minutes past twelve 
o'clock the prisoners ascended the 
steps of the seaffold, Sperry Dye kiss- 
ing Troy Dyeas he left the jail door.

MACHINERY AND LABOR. 


Dull times recall to life many old 
prejudices. The notiou is again pop- 
ular that machinery is the cause of 
distress among the laboring classes. 
It is heid that many men are from 
time to time thrown out of employ- 
ment by the introduction of new ma- 
chines for saving labor. Hence come, 
it is said, reduced wages and a les- 
sened demand forlabor. This is an 
old fallacy. When those machines 
were invented that enabled England 
to spin cotten for the rest of the world, 
Exglish workmen raised a hue and 
cry against them. The occupation of 
the h weavers would be gone, they 
said. But the power-looms gave em- 
ployment to a hundred hands where 
two had been spinning cottou befere 
their introduction. To explain the 
relations of labor to machinery it is 
necessary to go below the surface. 
The world’s progress during the last 
ene hundred years affords the best 
genera! proof of the vast benefits which 
mankind owe te machinery. Almost 
all the great labor saving machimes 
have come into use during this period 
—the steam engine about 1780, Stev- 
enson'’s locomotive in 1814, and the 
first power-loom was put up in this 
country in 1816. Gladstone is of the 
opinion that the development made 
within this century is equal to all that 
preceded it since the birth ef Christ. 
When man learned to make the forces 


| of pature work for him, awhigh civili- 


zation became possible. And it is by 
machinery that he is enabled to utilize 
these forces, to borrow energy from 
the universe. With the steam engine 
to male use of the force stored up in 
coal, 3t was feund that a pennd ef 
coal would do as much work as one 
man could in an hour of labor. Ten 
pounds of coal, at a cost of three cents, 
will now do the day’s work of a man. 
It was the inventien of the steam en- 
gine which ushered in this great era 
of machinery, Before the days of the 
steam engine, before cotten and weel- 
en mills. machine shops and raélroads, 
before manufacturing began, what was 
the condition ef the laboring man? 
Fifty years ago, in the United States, 
the workingman lived between oun- 
plastered walls, in an unpainted house. 
His home had pe carpet and his only 
light wae a tallow candle. To-day

‘the eapitalist spends his money for the 
‘benefit of labor by setting men at 
work to build mills and factories, to 
make machines and to operate them, 
and so, directly and indirectly, he 
gives empleyment to thousands. A 
machine may de the work of a hun- 
dred men and do it a hondred times 
cheaper than it could be dene by hand, 
se that one hundred articles made by 
this machine will be used where one 
was used before. In proportion as 


machinery economizes labor it cheap- 
ens the cost of produetion, and so in- 

the consumption of manufac- 
tured articles. This increased demand 
creates employment fer more men to 
make and operate the machinery re- 
quired to supply it. Take, fer in- 
stance, the manutacture of cotton 
cloth. The number of persons direct- 
ly employed in this industry is esti-

ger of starvation. Cotten cloth, if 
again made by hand, would go up in 
price a hundred fold. The working- 
man could ne longer afford to wear | 
a white shirt and to sleep between 
sheets. Thus, machinery by making 
goods cheaper, makes the demand for 
them greater, and so adds. to the em- 
ployment of labor. The substitution 
vf machinery for hand labor semetimes 
compel men to change their occupa- 

tion. The introduction of machinery 
tends to change the nature of the 
work te be done, but also to increase 
the demand for labor. Bering for oil 
and the consequent cheapness of ker- 
osene threw most of the whalers out 
employment, but for every whaler 
who had to change his occupation a 
hundred men have fouod em ome 

in the petroleum oiltrade. It iscom- 

plained that the new agricultural ma- 

chines, the harvesters, mowers, reap- 

ers, etc. have lessened the constant 

employment to thousands, and indi- 

rectly to many thousands more. Every 

machine that is made of wood and 

iren gives a stimulous to mining, lum- 

bering and railroading, and indirectly 

gives empleyment to a host of work- 

ers im wood and metal. Those self 
binding reapers which seve so much 

labor in the harvest geld used last 

year no less than fourteen thousand 

tons of wire for binding, and by re- 

ducing the cost of harvesting they 

make wheat cheaper, and in this way | 
these harvesting machines have les- 

sened the cost of bread threughout 

the world.

The 
hills east of the valley are like dozens 
of other ranges between Cheyenne and 
Reno, but the great western boundary 
rises in upapproachable majesty from 
the bank of the river to banks of ev- 
erlasting snow thousands of feet 
above. Over the Sierras south-west of 
us, come the finest cloud effects and 
storm bursts ever witnessed by mortal 
man. Often when all is sunshine and 
calm in the valley,great banks of cloud

the summits for hours and days;— 
at other times beautiful} light flying 
clouds, such as the spring poets call 
fleecy, filmy lace, soften the harsh out- 
lines.

Permit me, my dear Rewe, to re- 
turn to the charge again on the im- 
portation of the European quail, for 
there is no one thing connected with 
field sports in which I take so deep an 
interest. 

When we reflect that we have not a 
single domesticated creature on this 
continent which is indigenous to the 
soil, and that the projenitors of all of 
them, including even the heney bee, 
were imported frem abread, how can 
we for a moment doubt the successful 
acclimatien of so hardy and prolific a 
bird as the coturnix vulgaris, a bird 
so completely independent of clima- 
tic influences, in as much as his power 
of flight enables him to select his own 
climate. I fancy that if you will use 
your journal, so deservedly potent 
with the sportsmen of the country, 
you may secure from the numerous 
clubs, beth north and south of the 
Ohio and the Potomac, a jeint action 
which w:.ll command success, A few 
hundreds ef birds turned down into 
the gulf states in the autumn, and as 
many in the northern states in tne 
spring, will stock the country io an 
incredibly short time. The birds for 
the south can be taken in unlimited 
numbers on the north shore of the 
Mediterranean in the fall when con- 
gregating for their flight into Africa, 
and fer the northern states they can 
be secured in the same localities on 
their return flight in the spring. 

I send you the following brief arti- 
cle, written for the Cincinnati Times 
last week, for which, for the sake of 
the object in view, I request a place in 
the Chicago Field: 

“We concluded our article in last 
week’s Times on the importation and 
acclimation of foreign game, with but 
brief mention of the migratory quail 
of the Eastern Hemisphere. As the 
acclimation of this desirable bird 
would prove the most valuable, as it 
is undoubtedly the easiest acquisition 
we could make, we thought it deserv- 
iag a paper to itself. 

“This bird is insectiverous in a high 
degree, and who can deny the great 
national benetit to be derived from the 
introduction into our ceuntry of an 
additional and powerful check to that 
insect life which is the bane and curse 
of oar agriculture, both North and 
South? Why may not the plagues of 
the army worm and the grasshopper 
disappear before the myriads of quails, 
which a few years after their success- 
ful introduction, will sweep over the 
whele breadth of our continent, from 
Canada te Mexico, twice in each year? 

‘*Viewed as a check upon insect life, 
a well erganized effort to introduce the 
European quail should receive the ac- 
tive sympathy of the government, and 
we are satisfied that a portion of the 
fund at the disposal of the commiss- 
ioner of agriculture would be well in- 
vested in such an undertaking. Now 
that we have a line of steamers direct 
from New York to Messina, and other 
perts on the Mediterranean, the im- 
portation of quails from Sicily offers 
no difficulties whatever. A word from 
the secretary of state to any of our 
consuls at these ports would secure 
their active cO-operation in shipping 
the birds, which suffer but little from 
the confinemeut of the cvop or voyage, 
and which may be purchased at the 
almest nomioal price of $10 per 100. 
“If the many sportsmen’s clubs in the 
states between the Ohio river and the 
lakes would combine and subscribe 
but $20 each they would secure a re- 
sult compared with which all their 
laudable efforts for the protection of 
game and promotion of fair, honest, 


manly sport will sink into insignifi- 
cance.”

the migrants, thereby necessitating 
them to take refuge on tle nearest 
land whither instinct directs them. 

In autumn they cross the Mediter- 
ranean on their southern journey from 
about the middle of September to the 
end of October, taking advantage of 
the nertherly winds which are preva- 
lent at this period of the year. At 
this time they are found to be badly 
plumed and out of condition, both of 
which facts are doubtless due to long 
flights and the influence of a breeding 
seasun, At this time of the year they 
can be purchased in the Valetta Slar- 
ket at a shilling a dozen. 

In Malta quails are hunted chiefly 
by means of a peculiar breed of point- 
er, known in the is'and under the 
name of “smell dogs.’ These dogs 
are trained both to point and retrieve 
and one that performs these dual 
duties satisfactorily often commands a 
high price. A badly broken dog wil! 
eften devour the birds before there is 
time te effect-a rescue. Netting is 
also resorted to in the capture of the 
migratory quail, an ordinary cast net 
being used for the purpose. On the 
“smell dogs” pointing the Wary Jove 
(a cognoman by which all Maltese are 
known), throws his net over the dog 
and surrounding ground, thereby en- 
veloping his game. 

The migratory quail is particularly 
partial to the cotton seed, and I have 
seen them caught in Gozo (an island a 
few miles west of Malta), by means of 
a rod and line, to the hoek on the end 
of which a cotten seed is attached. 
The rtsman (if so he may be 
termed), perches himself on a reck or 
embankment overlooking a field of 
wheat and allows the cotton seed to 
be carried by the wind over the grain; 
the unsuspecting quail rises to it, and 
is only too often safely landed on the 
bank above. The migratory quail lies 
very close, especially in a wind, and I 
have walked over the birds before they 
would rise. They do not fly far when 
flushed and if marked down can gen- 
erally be found close to the spot at 
which they alighted. They will often 
}take refuge in stone walls or debris, 
from which I have often taken them 
without the assistance of the gun. 

The south wind which blew across 
Chicago this morning reminded me of 
the desert winds of the Mediterranean. 
May it in a few years hence, like the 
Siroc, bring with it the migratory 
quail and afford to the sportsmen of 
the west a game bird, and to the Chi- 
cagoan gourmand a dainty which 
neither is likely to despise.

Eprror Cuicaco Fietp:—The very 
interesting and racy letter ef our 
mutual friend, Colonel F. G. Skianer, 
in relation to the migratory quail io 
tha. Chicago Field of the 26th ult., 
served to remind me of a line that I 
had promised to write as to the Mas- 
sena quail. He is known as Cyrtoniz 
| Massena, Ortyx Massena, Ortyx Mon- 
tezumae: Odontophorus Meleagris, Tet- 
rao, Guttata and Perdizx. Perspicillata. 
So you see he has nearly as many 
names as a Pasha bas tails, or a cheva- 
lier D' Industrie has aliases,or a cat has 
lives, or a Turk wives. 

This bird has been frequently de- 
scribed, and I de not propese tu say 
anything in regard te him except as to 
the limit of his eastern habitat. I 
send you the skin of a specimen (I 
suppose ef this quail), killed in Mason 
county, near the old Ft. Mason, now 
the town of Mason, and the flourish- 
ing county seat of that county. kt 
was sent to me to be ferwarded to the 
Chicago Field by Major Seth Sabry, of 
this city, who has *=n immense cattle 
ranch in that region as a sort of feeder 
to his ranch on the head of the Platte 
river. Ho is a good shot and a keen 
sportsman and tells me that in his 
pasture, consisting of 10,000 acres, 
more or less, northwes*: of Ft. Masoo, 
there are some ten or twelve covies of 
these birds of about twelve or four- 
teen each to the covey. Of these he 
has killed several. [I herewith send 
one to you. I believe it to be of this 
species, but I have never seen one, se 
it is partly guess work. The Major 
tells me they live in out-of-the-way 
places, always near rocks and barren 
hill-sides and are heavy and a little 
slow in their flight. 

I have no boeks that give any ac- 
count of them except Cassin’s “North 
American Birds,” Dr. Coues’ “Birds 
of the Northwest,” and-the ‘‘History 
of North American Birds,” by Baird,

| THE FALL OF SUTTER’S FORT.

THE ROBERTSON FURNACE. 
A Gazette Reporter Interviews Joha 4. 
Rebertsen eon the New Process. 


On the corner of 3ist ani J streets, 
Sacramente, Mr. Robertsen and his 
partner have erected a set of their 
patent electric works for reducing 
ores. These consist of a furnace and 
oven combined, a reck breaker, a bath, 
a pan and a settler. The patent cov- 
ers the combination of chemicals and 
their application to the ores in a red 
het state. The furnace is of the ordi- 
nary style—a fire arch opening at the 
top of the right side into a lew, wide 
oven, 1044 inches high, 24 feet long, 6 
wide, with four port holes in each 
side, made flaring, so that a rake can 
reach every part. 


4 TON OF ORE 


at a time is poured ia at the end fur- 
thest from the fire, and reste there 
halfan hour. It is then moved six 
feet by hoes, and a fresh ton takes its 


place. After half an hour it is moved 
another six feet, when it lies next te 
the fire for half am hour, and is then 
scraped through a hele in the floor of 
the even into the bath which rests in 
a tank on wheels. The bath is made 
by di-solving one peund of bluestene 
and one pound of cyanide of potassium 
tegetier, and enough ef the solution 
te represent a peund of each te the 
ton ef ore to be worked is put into 
salt brine sufficient te immerse the red 
het ere. From the bath the ore is run 
inte the amalgamating pan and ground 
around half an hour. Quicksilver is 
then added and amalgamated 30 min- 
utes, and the whole drawn off into the 
settler. There is nothing out of the 
erder of nature in reducing rocks te 
either liquid or powder by the aid of 
chemicals. All sorts of beautiful pro- 
cesses are knewn to scientists, and a 
great deal of money has been lost 
in trying te east marble statutes, cen- 
ter pieces, etc.,and there has never 
been any difficulty in doing it, but no 
ene would pay what they cest. That 
some one would hit 


THE RIGHT COMBINATION 
is almost a certainty even if this is 
not the best one. In additien to dis- 
solving the rock there still remains 
the necessity of chemical changes suf- 
ficient to free the precious metals 


when they are buried in lead, antime- 
ny, iron, etc. Mr. Robertson claims 
te oxidize the iren so that it is carried 
off in the liquor. The lead goes with 
the silver and reduces the value per 
te" ot The antimony is driven off 

y the heat. It is asvelatlic as quick- 
silver and when freed from its affinity 
with other metals goes off in vapor. 
Sulphur, arsenic. verdigris and all 
forms of sulphurets are cousumed by 
the potassium the same as tallow 
would be by cencentrated lyw. The 
bath is claimed te contain an electric 
charge which effects the ores instantly. 
The particles of metal are cleaned 
and brightened so as to have the great- 
est possible affinity for quicksilver. 
This will be plain to anybody who has 
ever studied a telegraph battery. The 
acids prepare the zinc for the quick- 
silver and it takes it up like paste. A 
great economy is effected by the des- 
truction of verdigris, sulphur and ar- 
senic the loss of quicksilver is reduced 
te a minimum, as these reduce it to its 
natural state and it floats off.

Death ef H. BR. Mighels. 

The melancholy news has been re- 
ceived ef the death of Hon. Henry R. 
Mighels, the brilliant and versatile 
editer of the Carson Appeal. His 
death took place ai 11:30 night be- 
fere last and was caused by 
cancer of the stomach. In bim the 
newspaper profession leses one of its 
ablest pens, and society a bright, brave 
and gifted member. The following 
sketch ef his life is taken from the 
Carson Tribune: 

Mr. Mighels was born in Minot, 
Maioe. e came to California from 
Ohie in 1850, and began his news- 
paper career in 1856, associating bim- 
self with the California press and con- 
tinuing editorial duty until the break- 
ing out of the war. He was commis- 
sioned an assistant adjutant general 
in the U. 8. volunteer service by 
President Lincoln, April 14, 1862, 
and served about three years in the 
army—most of the time in Burnside’s 
corps. He was wounded, severely, iu 
front of Petersburg, Jume 18, 1864. 
He returned to California in the 
spring ef 1865. Came to Carsoa in 
May ef that year, and has been the 
editor of the Carson Daily Appeal 
since its foundation in May, 1865. 
In 1868 he was elected state printer 
of Nevada, ss a Republicas. as re- 
nominated for that effice by bis party 
in 1870, and defeated by Charles Par- 
kins. Was elected to the house of 
assembly of the legislature of Neveda 
in Nevember, 1876, and was unani- 
mously chesen speaker ef the house 
for the eighth session ef that body. 
In 1878 he was a candidate upen the 
Republicaa state ticket fer lieutenant 
governor, and was defeated by Hon. 
Jewett W. Adams,

The Last Sad Rites. 

Carson was Thursday the scene of 
one ef the saddest funerals ever wit- 
nessed in that city—that of Hen. 
Harry Mighels. Promptly at one P.

church. The church was crowded to 
suffocation, while scores of people 
waited eutside while the service was 
going en. Almost the entire popula- 
tion of Carson was present, while del- 
egations from all the surrounding 
towns were in attendance. The state, 
United States and county efficials of 
Ormsby county were conspicuous io 
the assemblage. The pall-bearers 
were Governor Kinkead, Judges Haw 

ley, Beatty and Harris, Captain E. B. 
Zabriskie, Messrs. Sessions, Byrne and 
Wright. The casket was beautifully 
dressed with wreathes of flewers and 
cresses of evergreens. Rev. Geerge 
R. Davis read the funeral service, and 
delivered a short and impressive ser- 
mon. An epportunity was given the 
friends of the dead journalist to take a 
last look at the remains.
